Walker said this co mmittee remedied su ch u n balan ced 
wards as o n e which had o n e p recin ct with three times mo re 
p eo p le than an o ther p recin ct in the same ward.

Acco rdin g to Hen iy Lamm, p residin g ju dg e o f the Pettis 
Co u n ty Co u rt, E.L. ‘“Red” Birdso n g , ju dg e o f the Eastern 
district, has fo u r o f the co u n ty ’s 17 to wn ship s bu t two -thirds o f 
the p o p u latio n o f the co u n ty in his district. Birdso n g ’s district 
in clu des Heath’s Creek, Bo wlin g Green , Smithto n , an d Sedaiia 
To wn ship s. Zeb Tho mas, ju dg e o f the western district, has the 
remain in g 13 to wn ship s, bu t o n ly o n e-third the p o p u latio n in 
his district.

“ We fig ht o ut o f the same 
manual as the Army in land 
warfare.” Lt. Gen. Ro bert Cush­ 
man said in an interv iew “ It Ls 
in the amphibio us o peratio n 
where we differ. That is o ur pri­ 
mary missio n.” 
Cushman 
maintained 
his 
tro o ps are well trained fo r 
fig hting as v aried as the street 
battles o f Hue to the lo ng term 
ho lding actio ns o f Khe Sanh. 
“ At Khe Sanh we started o ut 
with a small fo rce and used the 
area as a base fo r mo bile o pera­ 
tio ns,” Cushman said. “ Later, 
when the pressure built, there 
was no o ppo rtunity fo r a Mag i- 
no t-Line ty pe o f defense to be 
built.”

Cushman was answering re­ 
cent criticism o f the Marine po ­ 
sitio n at Khe Sanh 


“ It is o ur basic do ctrine that 
when y o u sto p mo v ing , y o u dig 
in. And the lo ng er y o u stay put. 
the deeper y o u dig .” Cushman 
said. 
He also said that based o n his 
v isits to Khe Sanh, he issued 
three specific o rders to the co m­ 
mander o f the 5 ,000 Marines at 
the co mbat base: “ Dig faster, 
deeper and better.” 
That the Marines were in fact 
well dug in at Khe Sanh was 
bo rne o ut by the casualty fig ­ 
ures fo r the 7 7 -day sieg e o f the 
co mbat base near the Lao s bo r­ 
der, he said.

During that time, ac­ 
co rding to Marine Co rps fig ­ 
ures. 204 Marines were killed 
and 84 5 were wo unded serio usly

“ That av erag es o ut to less 
than three men killed a day ,”

The 
back g rou nd of all mechaniccs 
u sed for insp ections will be 
check ed and not all mechanics 
in the insp ection center will be 
u sed, only those desig nated. 
The insp ection license will 
cost $2.50, 50 cents of which will 
g o to the state and $2 to the 
g arag e. It is not necessary to g et 
the car fix ed at the p lace where 
it is insp ected.

P R IN C IPA L 
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A Measure of Peace in Guatemala 


GUATEMALA (AP) - In a 
daring stroke almost two years 
after his election. President Ju ­ 
lio Cesar Mendez Montenegro 
has assumed full control of the 
government, which he had been 
forced to share with military 
overlords. 
As a result, a measure of 
peace has settled over this long 
troubled 
Central 
American 
country, where political vio­ 
lence between rightist and left­ 
ist extremists has taken at least 
1,000 lives and possibly as many 
as 4,000, since Mendez, a Liber­ 
al, became president in July 
1966. 
The only violent deaths of po­ 
litical significance since the 
shift three weeks ago involved 
the leaders of a right-wing ter­ 
rorist organization, slain while 
in police custody under official­ 
ly explained but still clouded 
circumstances. 
The move that quashed right- 
wing extremist influence in the 
government—at least for the 
present—came last March 28 
when President Mendez fired 
three top officials including De- . 
fense Minister Rafael Arriaga 
Bosque. 
The president’s decision, it is 
generally believed here, has 
stripped rightist terrorists of of­ 
ficial protection and pacified the 
non-Communist left. It has also 
neutralized an effective source 
of Castroite recruiting propa­ 
ganda: militarism in govern­ 
ment. 
Still to be seen is just how 
far-left militants, given a res­ 
pite from military pressures, 
w ill respond to the changes. 


The abduction of Guatemala’s 
archbishop, Msgr. Mario Casar­ 
iego, last month is regarded as 
a catalyst in bringing the explo­ 
sive Guatemalan situation to an 
anticlimax few local or foreign 
observers had anticipated. 


The kidnaping of the 58-year- 
old prelate was the far right s 
boldest and most desperate bid 
to bring down Mendez. The 
now-apparent objective was to 
make it appear the abduction 


was the work of the far left and 
thus turn Roman Catholic senti­ 
ment against the government, 
which the rightists claim is infil­ 
trated with Communists. 
There was little or no public 
response, however, because it 
was quickly established that the 
rightist terrorist group MANO 
was responsible. 
The Guatemalan Curia ex­ 
horted Catholics to remain calm 
and refused to deal with the kid­ 
napers who had issued an ulti­ 
matum that unless Mendez re­ 
signed the archbishop would be 
killed. He was released March 
20. 
The archbishop had been in 
Mexico on church business and 
was kidnaped March 16 as he 
was being driven from the air­ 
port to his home. 
The circumstances of the ab­ 
duction—in broad daylight in an 
area usually alive with armed 
guards and during a “ state of 
alarm” when official surveil­ 
lance is supposedly at its sharp­ 
est—strongly suggested acquies- 
ence if not direct involvement of 
high official circles. 
It is believed this is what per­ 
suaded Mendez to bring matters 
with the ultrarightists in the re­ 
gime to a showdown.

Assured of the support of the 
air force, under Col. Doroteo 
Monterrosa, and of the coun­ 
try’s most important military 
unit, the Mariscal Zavala Bar­ 
racks under Col. Enrique Daniel 
Cifuentes, Mendez made his 
move. He summoned Col. Arria­ 
ga Bosque, the defense minis­ 
ter, to his office and informed 
him of his dismissal along with 
the chief of the Zacapa Military 
Base in eastern Guatemala and 
the chief of police. The three 
were considered the most mili­ 
tant rightists in the regime. 
Arriaga’s hand in government 
affairs is considered to have 
grown heavier as the fight be­ 
tween'* left and right extremists 
intensified. Formation of the ci­ 
vilian MANO organization—for 
Organized National Anti-Com­ 
munist Movement—involved ul- 
traconservative government of­ 
ficials in the fight, which spread 
into open resistance to Mendez’ 
attempts at fiscal and social re­ 
forms. 
The consensus appears to be 
that the president has consider­ 
ably fortified his position. But it 
is still not known how the righ­ 
tists will react if the president 
decides to proceed with needed 
reforms.

HOLLYWOOD (AP)*- James 
Garner is a money-wise star 
who invests his huge earnings in 
land and oil. Yet he allows him­ 
self one investment that is a 
guaranteed loser. 
Garner has formed the Ameri­ 
can International Racing Co., 
which sponsors entries in the 
major auto races of the world. 
Of the financial aspects, he 
comments: “Even if I won first 
prize in every race I entered, I 
still wouldn’t break even.” 
Then why is a dollar-con­ 
scious man like Garner involved 
in the sport? 
“ Because I want to do some­ 
thing for racing,” said Garner, 
a long-time enthusiast for fast 
cars. “Not many people realize 
that auto racing is the second 
biggest spectator in the world, 
after football—or what we call 
soccer. 
“ Racing is just coming into 
its own in the country, and I’d 
like to do what I can to help. 
People are already realizing 
what an exciting sport it is. 
Races like those at Sebring and 
Dayton Beach draw crowds of 
100,000. The Riverside track 
near here can get 85,000. Even a 
place like Rockingham, N€.. 
which has a population of 5,500, 
can draw 50,000 people on a rac­ 
ing day.” 
Garner’s 
enterprise 
began 
with the purchase of three Stin­ 
gray Corvettes last year. He ac­ 
quired a group of drivers, head­ 
ed by Scooter Patrick and Dav- 
ey Jordan.

At Sebring Patrick led 
the race for the first two hours, 
set a lap record and 10- and 20- 
lap records.

Declared a Failure

WASHINGTON (AP) - Title 
I^the federal project on which 
$3 billion has been spent in the 
hope of answering the educa­ 
tional needs of deprived chil­ 
dren, is not working out. On this 
point critics and supporters 
alike are agreed. 
Some critics call the two- 
year-old project a total flop, and 
others claim it has actually 
worked against poor children. 
While supporters reject this 
argument they concede that Ti­ 
tle I isn’t functioning as its 
sponsors intended. 
“ The Title I program obvious­ 
ly has not even begun to make 
any impactq on motivating ghet­ 
to youngsters,'’ said Rep. Ro­ 
man Puánski. D-Dl., chairman 
of the House General subcom­ 
mittee on Education. “ You go 
across the length of the country 
and you find the money being 
spent on the same tired old 
ideas. It is a monumental flop 
and the outbreak of recent riots 
speaks louder than anything I 
can say about the total collapse 
of the program.” 
Joseph Froomkin. assistant 
U.S. commissioner of education, 
said that Title I, at the very 
least, has focused attention on 
one of America’s worst prob­ 
lems. and should be continued, 
but added. “ We still have little 
evidence that the problem is 
being licked; in fact, we may 
even be falling behind.” 
“ I think we probably would

need $5 billion a year to do the 
job adequately.” Froomkin said 
in an interview. “The program 
is spread too thinly. One billion 
dollars a year, the present ap­ 
propriation, spread around the 
country isn’t a lot of money.” 
Title I is the heart of the Ele­ 
mentary and Secondery Educa­ 
tion Act passed by Congress in 
1965 to provide funds for the ed­ 
ucation of poor children. It es­ 
tablished a national goal to 
equalize educational opportuni­ 
ties for all children by compen­ 
sating for the disadvantages of 
those who grow up in poor com­ 
munities. 
Educators contend that poor 
children start school later, learn 
less while they are there, and 
drop out sooner. The result, 
they say, is that povrty tends 
to perpetuate itself. 
For the current fiscal year. 
$1.15 billion has been allocated 
for Title I. But a national sur­ 
vey by a panel of distinguished 
U.S. educators has concluded 
that too much of this amount is 
going to expand old curricula 
and ideas that already have 
proven to be blind alleys. 
The National Advisory Coun­ 
cil on the Education of Disad­ 
vantaged Children said these 
faults turned up in the course of 
its nationwide survey: 
Small group instruction, a 
major Title I goal, frequently 
takes the form of organizing 
school children into groups of 
like ability. In effect this results 
in groupings by cultural and 
economic backgrounds. 
“ Title I will hardly be fulfill­ 
ing its mission if it fosters a 
new trade system, removing the 
disadvantaged child from his 
more stimulated and motivated 
school mates,” the council said. 
In an area that council mem­ 
bers feel any advance might 
have produced the most dra­ 
matic reesults of all—parent in­ 
volvement in the child’s learn­ 
ing—there was almost no appar­ 
ent progress. 
“ One reason the disadvan­ 
taged child is disadvantaged is 
because he does not bring to 
school a motivation acquired at 
home,’ said the council. 
The study found that less than 
one-third of all projects sur­ 
veyed involved changes that en­ 
couraged experimentation or 
exploration. And most in-service 
teacher training—supported by 
federal funds—worked out to be 
a couple of hours after each 
school day with an average 
length of projects 10 days. 
Title I aims at helping all 
poor children, but the biggest 
problem is in predominantly Ne­ 
gro schools of the big cities. In

“ Four of the 3 5 presidents 
were a ssa ssina ted, a nd Mr. 
Johnson (the 3 6 th President) 
wa s not the first to limit his 
mov ements for fea r of v iolence. 
This is not a n indictment, or a n 
ex pression of la tent a nti-Ameri­ 
ca nism, but a sta tement of 
fa ct.”

Lawyers 
Critical 
Of Show

NEW YORK (AP) - Peny 
Mason, who in nine glorious 
years of weekly television never 
lost a case, was given a hard 
time Tuesday night by some 
eminent legal talent in a CBS 
news department show called 
“ Trial Lawyer.” 
The hour program consisted 
of a series of interviews by Har­ 
ry Reasoner with five of what 
he called “ the best publicized 
and best paid" trial lawyers of 
the nation. Even in that compa­ 
ny. the name Perry Mason was 
to be conjured with—as an ac­ 
tive irritant. 
F. Lee Bailey, who took an 
uasuccessful stab at television 
performing himself for awhile 
earlier this season, asserted al­ 
most testily that Erie Stanley 
Gardner's fictional character 
has had “ a tremendous influ­ 
ence on our law." 
“ I have heard jurors tell me 
over and over again that they 
were left in a state of concern 
because, if the defendant didn’t 
do it, who did?” Bailey said. 
“ Now the burden is on counsel 
to produce the guilty party in all 
cases where his client is inno­ 
cent.” 
Mason, he charged, aborted 
“ every rule of evidence.” and 
added that the public too often 
thinks that is the way a court 
really operates. 
Later in the program. Edward 
Bennett Williams was asked by 
Reasoner if there was any sub­ 
stance to the feeling of many 
laymen that frequently a deci­ 
sion or verdict depended on 
“ sharp tricks or technicalities." 
“ I call this the “ Perry Mason 
Syndrome,” replied Williams. 
“ I think that Perry Mason sto­ 
ries. Perry Mason-tvpe shows, 
are responsible for this kind of 
thinking.” 
The program , originally 
scheduled for broadcast last 
January, consisted almost en­ 
tirely of talk, some of it suggest­ 
ing weaknesses in the nation’s 
legal structure.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov- 
eminent scientists say a study 
indicates mothers who don’t get 
enough protein during pregnan­ 
cy have children with lower in­ 
telligence and higher rates of 
brain disorders. 
They say studies are likely to 
be conducted to determine if a 
slightly higher than normal pro- 
tein intake will produce babies 
with higher intelligence. 
Scientists said the study in­ 
volved 50,000 women and the 
protein deficiency was found 
mainly in poverty level women, 
noticeably Negro women. 
The study was conducted by 
the National Institutes of Neuro­ 
logical Dseases and Blindness. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A pri­ 
vate study concludes the Nation­ 
al Guard probably appeals m 
much to Negroes as whites—but 
the Negroes have reservations 
about possible discrimination 
and riot-control duty. 
The study—including inter­ 
views with 1,052 Negroes be­ 
tween the ages of 16 and 25— 
was conducted by a Philadel­ 
phia firm to help the guard re­ 
cruit more Negroes.

CAN Trust Those We Elect

WASHINGTON (NEA> 
Today ’s great stir ov er ‘‘credibility in gov ernment” reflects 
adv ersely not only u pon some men in pu blic office, bu t u pon 
many American citizens who spread widely the notion that 
mistru st shou ld be ou r watchword. 
In the Satu rday Ev ening Post, Daniel P. Moy nihan. the 
u rbanologist, q u otes a Britisher as say ing of the American 
approach to gov ernment that the “one all-important secret” 
we hav e is “the knowledge of how to tru st one another.” 
Tru st is indeed a root m atter in ou r democratic sy stem. We 
elect a president and U.S. senators to speak for u s in the 
large, and a representativ e to attend to ou r narrower, more 
local concerns. Implicit in this process is the idea of tru sting. 
If, in adv ance, we hav e reason not to tru st an indiv idu al, 
presu mably we do not elect him. If, in office, he prov es u n­ 
worthy of ou r tru st, we may cast him ou t and choose another. 
General mistru st of political office-holders wou ld, howev er, 
be thorou ghly destru ctiv e of the sy stem. 
It is one thing to argu e that President Johnson has created 
a “credibility gap,” and that SOME others in gov ernment 
hav e followed su it. It is q u ite another matter to contend that 
no politician in office is to be believ ed or tru sted. 
The logical conseq u ence of so broad a lack of tru st in gov ­ 
erning officials cou ld only be, u ltimately , the collapse of rep­ 
resentativ e gov ernment and its replacement by something 
else. 
Unhappily for the present stability of the American form, a 
good many stu dents, scholars, members of the New Left and 
the Radical Right seem to be making ju st su ch a dangerou s 
case. 
Sou nding v ery little different than the q u ite-limited folk who 
complain that “all politicians are crooks,” today ’s ex treme 
critics shou t that “the sy stem” is managed by ev il men who 
mu st, for society ’s good, somehow be thwarted in their pu r­ 
poses. 
Actu ally , if mistru st so sweeping as this were a proper 
response, then the American citizen cou ld hav e faith in noth­ 
ing, inclu ding himself. Perhaps that is what some of the 
critics u nwittingly are say ing abou t themselv es today . 
For the people in pu blic office are drawn from among u s 
all. They were stu dents once, and some of them were schol­ 
ars. Some, too, were pretty militant. They are a good cross- 
section of society . 
To say that none of them is to be tru sted is to say , in effect, 
that no one can be tru sted. In their wholesale condemnation, 
the critics damn themselv es and the “hu manity ” in whose 
name they profess to speak. 
What sy stem of gov ernment cou ld they erect which wou ld 
be any better, since inev itably it wou ld hav e to draw u pon 
the same badly flawed hu man materials? 
Nothing in their own protest offers encou ragement. What­ 
ev er else their “politics of disru ption and v iolence” may be, 
it has nothing to do with free, democratic gov ernment. It is 
the opposite. 
At base, the “don’t-tru st-any body -in-the-sv stem” theme is 
a massiv e cop-ou t. Any political observ er worth his salt, any ­ 
one at all who has had any continu ing contact with political 
figu res, knows that tru st can fairly be reposed in cou ntless 
nu mbers of them—men fu ndamentally honest, able, hard­ 
working. conscientiou s. 
Among their ranks, tru e, there are alway s some who do not 
merit tru st or do not perform to proper standards of ability 
and energy . The inescapable bu rden u pon the citizen, as the 
chooser of his representativ e gov erning leaders, is to separate 
the good from the bad, the able from the incompetent. 
To shirk this responsibility is not. as the critics wou ld hav e 
it, to recoil from ev il. It is rather to withdraw from the prac­ 
tice of freedom—and to demean, tragically , one’s self and all 
one’s fellows.

WASHINGTON (AP) The Selectiv e Serv ice 
Sy stem has withstood a proposed major ov erhau l, 
bu t now a team of senators fav ors a change to 
permit 
men 
challenging

statu s 
representation by an attorney . 
Nine senators, led by Sen. Edward V. Long, D- 
Mo., are sponsoring a bill that wou ld gu arantee 
potential draftees the right to be represented by 
cou nsel in any proceeding before a Selectiv e Serv ice 
board. 
Legal representation cu rrently is ru led ou t. One 
argu ment for this: The draft sy stem contends it 
wou ld not be fair to the poor, who cou ldn’t afford 
attorney s. 
Long’s Ju diciary su bcommittee on administrativ e 
practice and procedu re sees—in the Office of 
Economic Opportu nity — a way arou nd that 
objection. 
Earl Johnson, who heads the pov erty agency ’s 
div ision of neighborhood legal serv ices, is among 
witnesses slated to appear at a May 16 hearing on 
the draft-cou nsel measu re. 
Johnson said in an interv iew his agency wou ld 
attempt to prov ide cou nsel to y ou ths facing the draft 
who cou ld not afford it otherwise, shou ld the bill be 
enacted. 
Bu t Johnson said he has no idea what the possible 
caseload might be if the bill were enacted. “We 
don’t hav e u nlimited resou rces.” he said. “If the 
load became too great we wou ldn’t be able to handle 
them all.” 
Pu blicly , Selectiv e Serv ice is taking no formal 
position on the matter. Bu t priv ately , officials there 
said it cou ld create chaos for the draft boards. 
Lt. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey , the Selectiv e Serv ice 
director, is to testify on the measu re and the bill’s 
adv ocates ex pect him to oppose it. 
A form letter cu rrently is sent to lawy ers or 
draftees who ask why they can’t hav e cou nsel be­ 
fore draft boards. The letter notes that draft board 
members are generally withou t legal training. 
“Ou r 
efforts 
throu gh 
the y ears,” it 
continu es, “hav e been aimed at keeping the proce­ 
du res so simple that it wou ld not be necessary to 
hav e legal cou nsel at any hearing before the local 
board. 
“We hav e alway s been of the opinion that it wou ld 
be u nfair to the many who cannot afford to hire 
attorney s if the sons of other families were 
permitted to hav e their cases presented by legal 
cou nsel.’’ 
Howev er, the form letter adds, a gov ernment 
appeals agent is attached to each draft board, 
assigned to be “equ ally diligent” in protecting the 
rights of the gov ernment and the potential draftee. 
Sponsors of the bill qu estion whether this kind of 
du al serv ice is really possible. 
Fu rthermore,

Long v oices belief the 
Su preme Cou rt wou ld hold denial of cou nsel u n­ 
constitu tional.

(postu ral drainage), 
respiratory stimu lants and protection against 
respiratory infections.

Big Corporations See 
Historic Profits Margins

NEW YORK (AP) - Spurred 
by renewed consumer demand, 
riding the crest of an inflation­ 
ary boom, free of big strikes 
and, for the moment, free of the 
restraints 
of 
higher 
taxes, 
America’s corporations are re­ 
porting huge profits. 
Hundreds of companies are 
reporting earnings considerably 
higher than last year’s rather 
depressed figures, and some of 
the nation’s veiy largest firms 
report first-quarter earnings ex­ 
ceeding any other year in histo­ 
ry. 
The 
records 
are 
being 
achieved despite higher costs 
for raw materials and labor, 
and despite some of the highest 
borrowing costs of this century. 
The question now being asked 
by corporate finance officers 
and stockholders is: “ Can we 
keep it up?” In some cases the 
answer seems to be no. Tighter 
money, labor problems and 
higher taxes are expected to ac­ 
company a slowdown later this 
year. 
In the meantime, the an­ 
nouncements are 
amazingly 
repetitious. 
Mimeographed 
press releases are filled with 


phrases such as higher than last 
year, highest first quarter, high­ 
est for any quarter in the com­ 
pany’s history. 
The profits are the result not 
just of higher sales but also be­ 
cause of a return to higher pro­ 
fit marginism. In 1966, for ex-; 
ample, the percentage of pro­ 
fits to sales was more than 5.5 
per cent. It dropped to less 
than 5 last year but now seems 
likely to average well over 5 
per cent again. 
The big automotive compa­ 
nies, hurt a year ago because of 
safety problems and consumer 
inertia, are among the chief 
contributors to the suddenly 
bright corporate profit picture. 
General Motors reported a 17 
per cent jump in January-Feb- 
ruary-March profits to $456.7 
million. Chrysler’s net income 
rose 260 per cent to $69.3 mil­ 
lion. And Ford scored an 85 per 
cent advance to a record first- 
quarter profit of $120.6 million. 
Steels, consumer products, 
textiles, office equipment, oils, 
food stores and the »M illed 
conglomerates, which make and 
sell a spectrum of products, 
were among the big gainers. 
Boeing, one of the largest ae­ 
rospace companies, reported 


three-month profits of $22.8 mil­ 
lion, second highest in its histo­ 
ry, although some other aircraft 
companies saw profits drop. 
The paper industry reported 
earnings declines, as did the 
railroads. 
Profit increases by Bethlehem 
and Republic Steel exceeded 30 
per cent, and Inland Steel’s in­ 
crease was a whopping 85 per 
cent. Among food companies, 
Safeway Stores had a 50 per 
cent gain and Winn-Dixie nearly 
12 per cent. 
International Business Ma­ 
chines, whose shareholders this 
week voted approval of a 100 
per cent stock dividend, had 
good reason to feel confident in 
doing so. The huge computer 
maker continued to build record 
upon record, boosting first-quar­ 
ter net income to $187.4 million 
from $137.1 million a year ago. 
Speaking about industry in 
general. Business Week maga­ 
zine commented: 
“ In fact, when all the figures 
are tallied up, the gain over a 
year ago could be close to 15 per 
cent—meaning roughly a $90- bil­ 
lion annual rate before taxes 
and a $53-billion rate after tax­ 
es.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller apparent­ 
ly intends to base his campaign 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination on alternatives to 
Richard M. Nixon’s stands on 
the Vietnam war and big-city 
problems. 
The New York governor—who 
entered the race Tuesday say­ 
ing he could not effectively offer 
alternatives from the sidelines 
—plans to state his position on 
Vietnam today in Philadelphia.

against slum poverty. Nixon has 
said he vjrould not join in “ over- 
promising” slum dwellers help 
they won’t get. 
Rockefeller said March 21 
that he was not a candidate but 
would speak out on the issues to 
try to influence his party’s basic 
positions. 
He said Tuesday: “ I frankly 
find that to comment from the 
sidelines is not an effective way 
to present the alternatives—the 
alternatives that I believe can 
lead us out of our difficulties—to 
order and progress at home, to 
peace 
and 
understanding 
abroad.” 
Nixon predicted he still will 
win the GOP nomination but 
welcomed Rockefeller’s entry 
and said it “ will result in a 
more meaningful discussion of 
the issues.” 
Rockefeller led Nixon and 
Gov. John A. Volpe with a sur­ 
prisingly strong write-in show­ 
ing in the Massachusetts pri­ 
mary Tuesday. Only Volpe s 
name was on the ballot. 
On the Democratic side, Sen. 
Eugene J. McCarthy was unop­ 
posed on the ballot and easily 
outpolled 
presidential rivals 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy and 
Vice President Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey.
